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A  SHOET  ADDEESS  TO  THE  PUBLIC. 


In  the  presentation  of  a  new  philosophy  the  first  thing  demanded  by  the  public 
is  evidence  to  show  that  the  author's  claims  are  of  utility,  and  based  upon  science, 
without  which  they  cannot  stand  the  test  of  investigation.

in  Philadelphia,  Cincinnati,  Rochester,  Albany,  and  elsewhere,  certifying  in  the 
most  emphatic  terms  that  his  discoveries  and  claims  were  based  upon  science,  and 
that  the  cures  effected  by  this  treatment  were  the  most  remarkable  on  record. 
This  startling  announcement  induced  many  to  investigate  the  subject  and  ascertain 
if  the  statements  set  forth  were  reliable.

allayed  if  hear,  contracted  rausel  •  the  Weak  !  rong; 

and  every  musole,  nerve,  gland,  tendon,  and  tis  into  harmony  and 

health. 

It  seems  needless  at  the  present  time  to  advocate  the  *  of 

Electricity,  as  the  medical  journals,  both  of  this  ootmtrj  and  Europe,  teen  with  the 
most  marvellous  reports ;  and  from  the  aecumulu'  toelfupoa 

us,  no  doubt  seems  to  bo  entertained  among  the  intelligent,  of  its  final  triumph  as 
a  universal  curative  agent.  The  main  objections  raised  by  tnedloal  men  and  others 
who  Occasionally  employ  Electricity  by  way  of  experiment,  ii  its  want  of  reliabili- 
ty in  producing  uniform  results:  in  some  oaees  they  find  the  effect  to  be  moat  aston- 
ishing, removing  obstructions  that  have  resisted  .ill  other  prescribed  remedies  at  a 
single  touch  of  the  electric  element,  while  in  oilier  similar  cases  the  elicit  seems 
right  the  reverse. 

Such  being  the  case,  many  have  abandoned  its  use  altogether,  while  others  at- 
tribute their  want  of  uniform  success  to  one  grain!  secret,  via. !  ignorance  in  know- 
ing wh  and  hoiD  to  apply  it.  Tins  Important  secret  is  now  discovered,  as  a 
careful  examination  of  the  following  evidences  will  show. 

In  L>r.  Ohamberlin's  early  experiments  with  the  ordinary  electrical  apparatus, 
he  was  impressed  with  tho  fact  that  Electricity  possessed  the  power  of  instantly

Is  Electricity  a  Failure? 

It  is  a  very  general  remark  among  medical  men  that  Electricity,  as  a  (hcra- 
•.  has  proved  a  failure— that  its  merits  have  been  repeatedly  t 
n  condemned.     But  still  they  acknowledge  its controlling  powers  o\  it  certain 
forms  of  disease;  but  from  its  frequent  failures,  and  the  evils  oftentimes  atter 
linistration,  they  generally  discourage  its  use. 

This  fact  we  are  willing  to  admit,  to  wit:  that  it  has  proved  a  failure,  like  many 
other  important    undertakings,  especially  in  the  hands  of  the  ignorant,  and  e\ui 
the  intelligent,  where  they  have  never  devoted  their  time  and  talent  to  a  proper 
.ration  of  the  subject. 

The  adaptation  of  steam  as  a  motive  power  at  first  proved  a  failure,  and  had 
Fulton  abandoned  his  long-cherished  theory  after  a  few  unsuccessful  attempts,  its 
utility  would  have  been  condemned,  and  instead  of  moving  onward  as  we  now  do 
at  the  rate  of  a  mile  per  minute,  we  should  no  doubt  still  be  restricted  to  the  loco- 
motive powers  of  the  old  coach  and  four. 

Electro-telegraphing,  too,  at  first  proved  a  failure,  not  for  lack  of  efficacy  iu 
ieity  to  accomplish  all  that  was  anticipated,  but  for  a  want  of  knowledge  in 
the  adaptation  of  means  to  ends.  Had  Morse  abandoned  his  designs  after  a 
fruitless  experiments,  the  metallic  network  that  now  encircles  the  entire  civilized 
ramifying  to  every  city,  town,  and  hamlet,  bringing  intelligence  by  the 
swift-winged  messenger  of  lightning,  would  probably  never  have  had  an  ex- 
istence. 

These  facts,  borne  in  mind,  must  show  to  overy  intelligent  observer,  that  no 
reliable  results  can  bo  obtained  upon  any  subject  by  a  few  random  experiments,  and 
particularly  one  so  intricate  as  that  of  Medical  Electricity,  which  involves  not  only 
a  knowledge  of  all  the  various  modifications  of  Electrity,  but  the  effect  of  each  cur- 
rent in  various  diseased  conditions  of  the  system. 

These  principles  are  seldom  studied,  and  consequently  not  understood,  which 
accounts  for  the  disappointments  and  failures  so  general  among  operators-  for 
how  can  we  expect  uniform  results  without  adherence  to  fundamental  principles! 

It  is  a  very  general  remark,  that  a  physician,  from  his  education,  must  necessarily 
understand  the  medical  use  of  Electricity.  The  fact  that  a  man  has  been  educated 
a  physician  and  that  he  understands  the  nature  of  drugs,  is  no  evidence  that  he  can 
apply  Electricity  scientifically  in  any  of  its  various  forms  for  the  removal  of 
ease.  The  study  of  Electricity  as  a  medicinal  agent  is  not  introduced  into  our 
medical  colleges,  and  therefore  constitutes  no  part  of  a  medical  education. 

Medical  men  seldom  employ  Electricity,  except  in  the  most  extreme  inflam- 
matory or  paralytic  conditions,  in  which  is  required  a  most  intimate  knowli 
of  the  subject  to  produce  a  favorable  result;  and  then,  instead  of  making  a  proper  - 
electrical  diagnosis  and  administering  according  to  the  electrical  requirements  of 
the  system,  they  generally  apply  it  in  the  most  reckless  manner,  frequently  by 
shocks,  or  a  rough  vibratory  current,  when  the  mildest  continuous  galvanic  current 
is  necessary. 


Such  being  the  facts,  no  wonder  medical  men  have  discouraged  its  use,  and  no 
wonder  that  their  subjects,  after  being  thus  tampered  -with,  are  alike  incredulous  as 
to  the  utility  of  medical  Electricity. 

The  fact  is,  they  have  never  investigated  the  subject.  They  have  no  knowledge 
of  the  laws  of  electrical  affinity  and  polarity;  they  know  nothing  of  the  different 
influences  produced  by  its  different  combinations,  and  all  their  operations  are 
nothing  more  or  less  than  a  series  of  random  experiments;  and  when  relief  by 
chance  is  obtained,  it  is  looked  upon  as  a  lucky  hit  rather  than  the  result  of  any 
fixed  law.  So  far  Electricity  has  proved  a  failure,  and  ever  will,  in  the  hands  of  the 
medical  faculty,  till  they  turn  their  attention  to  an  investigation  of  the  subject,  and 
instead  of  looking  upon  it  as  an  auxiliary,  employ  it  as  a  principal,  for  iu  it  alone 
are  embodied  all  the  curative  properties  in  nature,  and,  when  intelligently  direct  J, 
it  is  capable  of  reaching  all  diseases  that  are  curable. 

Electro-Magnetic  Machines,  accompanied  -with  Guides. 

"Within  the  past  few  years  an  extensive  business  has  sprung  up  in  the  manu- 
facturing of  electro-magnetic  instruments,  and  thousands  have  been  scattered  broad- 
cast, and  have  found  their  way  into  the  hands  of  all  classes,  both  wise  and  other- 
wise. 

These  machines  are  accompanied  with  guides  giving  directions  for  treating 
different  diseases. 

These  guides  are  principally  extracts  from  the  works  of  early  authors,  who  were 
as  ignorant  of  electrical  science  and  the  medical  use  of  Electricity  as  those  who 
plagiarize  their  old  productions  at  the  present  time. 

Among  the  many  so-called  guides  that  have  come  under  my  observation,  not 
one  lays  down  any  correct  system  for  the  treatment  of  disease,  and  in  most  in- 
stances, the  directions  given  by  different  authors  are  conflicting,  and,  if  carried  out 
in  certain  cases  as  directed,  the  result  would  bo  exhaustion  and  ultimate  death. 

It  is  true  that  occasional  cures  are  effected  by  this  treatment,  and  the  same 
may  be  said  of  the  forked  lightning  from  heaven,  as  by  it  confirmed  invalids  have 
been  restored,  in  certain  instances,  to  health,  although  it  is  a  hazardous  experi- 
ment. 

And  as  a  caution  to  those  unacquainted  with  the  subject,  Dr.  Chamberlin  would 
say,  never  allow  yourselves  to  be  experimented  upon  by  the  ignorant  with  an  agent 
bo  potent  as  electricity,  simply  to  obtain  doubtful  results.
